With the decision to evacuate Warsaw, 
Russia abandons the whole of the territory inclosed in the loop now formed by the battle line, and her armies will 
retreat to the Bug river and a line of forte running almost north and south from Brest Litovsk. The shaded portion 
of the map indicates approximately the territory that will be lost.

RUSSIA COMING BACK. 


Russia’s allies firmly believe that she is 
“coming, back.” To retrieve herself in the 
exes of the world, Russia must come back. 
She has begun the process in about the 
only way known to modern autocracy, by 
firing a few generals and other officials, sup- 
posed to be responsible for the shortage in 
munitions of war, out of the war office. In 
fact, she has made quite a clean sweep, and 
it remains now only to get in a new set of 
functionaries who will see to it that every- 
thing is in readiness. 

The Russian duma, or legislative body, 
has just begun its sessions. It started out. 
with the promise to supply the deficiency 
in military equipment and munitions; to get 
ready, in fact, rather than to indulge in re- 
érimination and waste time in trying to fix 
responsibility for past events. “ 

If Russia does this, she may be heard 
from again. She has been notorious among 
the nations of the world for her lack of 
preparedness for war. As big and as pop- 
ulous as she is, Japan got the best of her. 
And yet there is no doubt Russia would be 


4 ny, 


a powerful military nation if she were really 
prepared. The deeds of her fighting men 
are traditional. The Russian soldiery is 
inured to the coldest climate; they know the 
meaning of endurance. 

We are told by cable that Russia is not 
discotiraged over her recent reverses; also 
that her allies have abundant faith, not only 
in her loyalty but in her ability. It is the 
allies whose interest is most at stake, and 
if they are confident, there is no reason why 


the rest of the world should wor:y about it. 


The wonder is that, with-all the resources 
at the command of the allies, and with the 
particular feature of Russian weakness un- 
doubtedly well known, something was not 
done to remedy the situation. It is difficult 
to understand why Russia, or the allies, i? 
it depended upon them, should have allowed 
a shipload of ammunition consigned to 
Vladivostok to be unloaded in Seattle, Wash., 
because the bill for it was not paid. 

Notwithstanding such facts as this, the 
world must accept statements of Russia and 
her allies as to her present condition and 
her — purposes. If the Seattle incident 
indicated a lack of cash to meet the pay- 
ment, we must take it that some arrange- 
ment has been made, or is about to be made, 
whereby this deficiency will be supplied. 

Rhports from the first sitting of the Rus- 
sian duma, which represents the Russian 
people as nearly as any gathering of its 
kind can do so in an autocratic monarchy, 
indicate that the fighting spirit still prevails, 
and that Russia is not going to be satisfied 
until she has retrieved her recent defeats 
upon many battlefields. For history’s sake, 
if no other, Russia can ill afford to retire 
now, fallen before Germany early in the 
fray, an easier victim even than she fell to 
Japan. i 

There is every reason to believe that 
Russia will at least try to come back; and 
if she succeeds in securing the needed 
money for munitions and equipment, with 
her overwhelming numbers of men, she ought 
to give a good account of herself. | 

From a military standpoint Russia has 
been; the one big disappointment of the 
whole European campaign. 


COME TO GEORGIA AND SEE. 


We extend a cordial invitation to Gov- 
ernot Henderson, of Alabama, to come over 
to Georgia for a few days and witness first- 
hand the splendid results which have been 
obtained by the abandonment of the convict 


lease system and the placing of all Georgia | 


convicts upon the public roads. 

We believe, if he would do this—if he 
would come here and see how this state has 
operated its road construction system the 
last eight years upon an economical and in- 
expensive basis, and how it has brought 
an actual return to the state in enormously 
incrdased taxable values—he would return 
to Alabama and immediately reverse his 
announced views in opposition to the aban- 
= of the lease system and pronounce 
in favor of road building. 

Glovernor lienderson, making 
Alabama a careful! and able executive, takes 
the view, as indicated in press dispafches, 
that the Alabama convicts cannot be worked 
as Ml aiiasically on the public highways as 
free labor. He points to the costs of guards, 
persons to direct the work and the pur- 
chase and maintenance of road machinery, 
which he states would take more money 
from state and county treasuries than would 
be paid for similar work done by free 
laborers. 

Omitting the guards, there is no expense 
to which Governor Henderson refers, which 
is n@t equally essential under the free labor 
system. Road engineers and experts, and 
road) machinery and its majintemance, are 
necessary, in any event, and Georgia has 
found that the expense of guarding and 
feeding her prisoners, which must be done 
no matter where k®pt, is far less than 
would be involved in the payment of wages. 

Road construction, moreover, is the one 
employment that can be given convicts in 
whi h they will come less into competition 
with) free labor than in any other. There 
is nod comparison between it and the plan 
of putting them to turning out manufactured 
products behind prison walls, such as Gov- 
ernor Henderson suggests. Besides, since 
road. work involves the most ordinary form 
of labor, it is often impossible to place de- 
pendence in it, whereas the convict is al- 
ways right there during working hours. 

Georgia could show Governor.Henderson 
several things if he would come for a few 
days’ visit, which, we believe, would quickly 
induce him to change his mind. She could 
show him a road construction system work- 
ing,almost to perfection in practically every 
county in the state, and at a minimum of 
expense. She could show him hundreds of 
miles of substantially paved roads and thou- 
sands of miles of graded and-surfaced roads, 
built and maintained by convict labor over 
which traveling is a pastime compared to 
what it was formerly. She could show him 
milljons'in increased property values direct- 
ly attributable to better roads, thus bringing 
substantially increased annual income into 
the treasury of the state. She could lay 
before him the actual evidence upon which 
was based the statement of the federal good 
roads bureau, that Georgia has made more 
progress in road building in recent years 
than any other state in the union. 

Alabama is a prosperous and growing 
state. We would like to see her enjoy even 
a greater prosperity and grow rapidly in 
wealth and power. To that end we can offer 
no better advice than that she follow in 
Georgia’s footsteps and put her convicts on 
the public roads. 
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Judging by the way the Russians have

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Indications Are Democrats 


Will Control Next Senate 


By Sam W. Small. 

The closest figuring upon the probable 
complexion of the United States senate after 
the elections of next year was made by a 
party of professed polit- 
ical experts at the sen- 
ate office. building early 
this week. 


The calculation was 
undertaken betause of 
the claims of the chair- 
man of both party na- 
tional chairmen, each 
cocksure that his party 
will get the resultant 
majority in the senate 
of 1917-18. 

When the whole situ- 
ation, state by state, had 
been gone over and the 
cast-up of probable re- 
sults made, the aston- 
ishing fact of a tie vote 
was developed.

Perhaps it will be interesting to the read- 
ers of The Constitution to know the details 
of the prognosis that was thus made. 

Understand there will be thirty-two sen- 
atorial elections next year, to be made by 
popular vote. Of the senators whose terms 
will expire March 4, 1917, seventeen are dem- 
ocrats and fifteen are republicans—counting 
in the latter Poindexter of Washington, here- 
tofore listed as a progressive. 

The senate now stands with fifty-six dem- 
ocrats and forty republicans, Poindexter in- 
cluded. The democratic majority over all 
being sixteen, the republicants will have to 
gain eight seats to tie the vote and nine 
seats to give them a bare majority of two 
votes—49 to 47. 

The open question is, can they 
eight, and maybe the nine?

Of the democrats, those who seem abso- 
Iutely certain of re-election are Ashurst of 
Arizona, Lee of Maryland, Williams of Mis- 
sissippi and Pittman of Nevada. 

Of the republicans it was adjudged prac- 
tically sure that McLean of Connecticutt, Du 
Pont of Delaware, Lodge of Massachusetts, 
Townsend of Michigan, Clapp of Minnesota, 
McCumber of North Dakota, Lippitt of Rhode 
Island, Sutherland of Utah, Page of Vermont 
and Clark of Wyoming will be re-lected, be- 
ing ten in all. 

Again, it was agreed that of the democrats 
Bryan of Florida, Lea of Tennessee, Culber- 
son of Texas and Swanson of Virginia, if 
they do not secure re-election, will certainly 
be succeeded by democrats—thus making 
sure eight of the seventeen democratic seats 
to be supplied. 

On the republican list it seemed also cer- 
tain that Catron of New Mexico, Oliver of 
Pennsylvania (who will not be a candidate), 
Poindexter of Washington and Ia Follette of 
Wisconsin will be elther re-elected or be suc- 
ceeded by republicans. 

That gives a surety to the republicans of 
fourteen out of the fifteem seats they carry 
into the elections. . 

. * a ° 

That other republican seat, not above ac- 
@ounted for, is now held by Works of Cali- 
fornia. He was elected as a Hiram Johnson 
progressive, but refused to be a Roosevelt 
progressive and supported Taft in 1912. 
Therefore, as the Johnson crowd is still dom- 
inant in California, to use an Irishism, the 
toga of Works is a gone fawnskin as to him. 
And if the Johnsonians and regulars both 
are in the senatorial fight next year, a demo- 
crat will win the senatorship as Phelan won 
it last year. 

Counting that event as fairly certain gives 
the democrats nine seats, and they added to 
thirty-nine hold-overs, yields forty-eight, or 
exactly half of the entire senate. 

Now, what are the probabilities in the 
other nine states where senatorial contests 
will occur? Indiana comes first into constd- 
eration and there another possible casualty 
affects the situation. Senator Shively, re- 
elected last year, is in very delicate health 
and fears are held that he may not aurvive 
another session of the senate. If death 
should remove him before the elections next 
year Indiana would have to choose two sen- 
ators instead of one only. 

Barring that unfortunate contingency, it 
is belleved that Senator Kern is strong 
enough to win his re-election safely, provid- 
ed the incidents of the presidential campaign 
do not complicate his case. 

If the republicans nominate Fairbanks of 
Indiana for the presidency, it is conceded that 
the demoorats will have the fight of their 
lives on their hands in that state. 

In that case it is belleved the best demo- 
cratic offset would be to nominate Benator 
Kern for the vice presidency, especially since 
there is very strong democratic opposition 
to a re-nomination of Vice President Mar- 
ehall, It is figured that with Kern for vice 
president and Governor Sam Ralston as the 
senatorial candidate, the democratic major- 
ity in Indiana can be held against Faltr- 
banks or any other republican combinatin.

Another consideration that has weight 
with national political surveyors is that the 
naming of Kern as second to Wilson will 
tend strongly to Keep the Bryan democrats in 
line, because Kern was Bryan's mate in the 
1908 campaign and is highly esteemed by the 
pro-Bryan democrats in every section of the 
country. And Senator Kern himself is au- 
thority for a recent statement that Bryan has 
no intention of seeking a presidential nomina- 
tion, but will favor the renomination of Pres- 
ident Wilson. Hence many leaders in the 

arty believe Kern is the logical man to link 
with Wilson and make up a perfectly harmo- 
nious party combination in 1916.

TAttle hope is held by democrats that John- 
son of Maine, Martine of New Jersey, O’Gor- 
man of New York, Pomerene of Ohio and 
Chilton of West Virginia can either return 
themselves or be replaced by democrats. The 
presidential tickets may, in-one or more: of 
the states named, improve democratic 
chances. 

Reed of Missouri, it is expected, will be 
defeated in the priimary, and if a popular 
democrat is med, and Hadley does not 
figure on the republican national ticket, the 
senatorial ‘seat should be safely held by the 
democrats. 

As to Myers of Montana and Hitchcock of 
Nebraska grave doubts exist that they can 
hold. their seats. 
So that, judged from the present outlook, 

democrats have .the edge on holding a 
safe control of the senate, and the best the 
republicans can hope for, with no landslide 
in sight, is a tie vote, with the vice president, 
whether democrat, holding the joker on the 
pivot of the see-saw.

IN SENATE COMMITTEE 
SUFFRAGE LUSES QUT 


Unanimous Vote for Adverse 
Report—Speeches by 
Suffragists. 


The present legislature expressed its 
first opinion on woman suffrage yes- 
terday when the senate committee on 
constitutional amendments voted 
against the bill unanimously. The com- 
mitteemen reached their conclusion 
within less than five minutes, 

The measure was introduced by 
Senators Dobs and Buchanan, seeking 
“to submit to the qualified voters of 
the state, at the general election to 
be held on the third of November, 1916, 
for their consideration, an amendment 
to the constitution of the state, so as 
to confer upon women the same right 
to vote in all elections in this state as 
is now conferred upon men.” The bill 
has been read in the senate for the 
first time. 

Chairman E. M. Smith, of the thirty- 
fourth, gave the lady speakers all the 
afternoon for the discussion of the 
under consideration.

SENATE AUTHORIZES

Senator Boykin’s Bill, Extend- 
ing Duties of Attorney Gen- 
eral, Meets Defeat. 


A commission to re-lease the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad is authorized 
by a bill by Senator Dobbs, which 
unanimously passed the senate yester- 
day. The bill has a companion meas- 
ure by Representative Walter <An- 
drews, of Iulton, in the house.

The house bill provides the fund 
for paying the expenses of the com- 
mission.

W.& A. BILLS ILLEGAL 
BELIEVES M'LENDON 


Former Commissioner Says 
Georgia Cannot Bar Paral- 
leling of State Road. 


Stating that any law declaring that 
no parallel line should be built to the 
Western and Atlantic railroad would be 
unfair and would not be sustained by 
the courts, S. Guyt McLendon, former 
State railroad commissioner, yesterday 
mailed a written opinion to Chairman 
Dobbs, of the senate W. & A. commit- 
tee. 

Mr. McLendon’s report is divided into 
First, what is the W. & 
A. railroad? second, what is its value? 
and third, what is the state’s relation 
to it and its power over it? 

Mile of Tracks Gone. 

Under his first subdivision Mr. Mc- 
Lendon makes several interesting 
points, some of which are as fpllows: 

‘“‘The Western and Atlantic railroad is a 
Single track road, 186.8 miles in length, 
running from Central avenue, in Atlanta, 
to Ninth street, in Chattanooga, and which 
formerly extended from Ninth down to 
Broad street to the Tennessee river and 
along the Tennessee river for approximate- 
ly half a mile. From Ninth street to and 
along the Tennessee river was perhaps a 
mile of track of very great value, which 
has disappeared. The people who live in 
the Tennessee valley are demanding of 
congress the appropriation of , $18,000,000 
for the improvement of the’ Tennessee 
river. It is, therefore, possible that a 
connection with the Tennessee river may, 
in the future, be something of great value 
to the Western and Atlantic railroad. Who 
took this track up? When was it taken up? 
Has the state lost its right to restore 
track? I only ask and do not answer these 
questions. 

“The terminals of the Western and At- 

in Atlanta are, so far as passenger 

is concerned, at least 
behind the times. Georgia is not a finish-

“In the matter of freight terminals, the 
Western and Atlantic railroad has none 
whatever in Atlanta.

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WILL GEORGIA HAVE NO 
AUTO TAX LAW NEXT YEAR? 

Should the supreme court of Georgia 
Judge Charlton, of Chatham 
Superior court, in declaring the state 
automobile license tax law unconstitu- 
and should the general assem- 
bly, it has done so far, fail to act 
favorably upon the new automobile tax 
law introduced by Mr. Jones, of Coweta. 
Georgia would find herself deprived Sof 
more than $100,000 for road construc- 
tion purposes and apsolutely power- 
less in the matter of exercising police 
jurisdiction over motor vehicles upon 
the public highways. 

Judge Charlton, in granting an in- 
junction to certain citizens restraining 
the city of Savannah from enforcing 
the present automobile license tax law, 
the law unconstitutional. in 
several aspects. The state excepted 
and appealed to the supreme court of 
Georgia. That appeal now pending 
the supreme court and it is not 
expected that an opinion will be hand- 
down on the case earlher than 
now. Watte the state

tutional, it is possible that the supreme 
court may uphold Judge Charlton or 
go even further than the Charlton rul- 
ing and declare the entire law uncon- 
stitutional. In either case, it would 
leave the state without power to com- 
pel owners of cars to provide for 
proper identification of their cars upon 
the highways and thus take away from 
the state the policing authority which 
it now has for the protection of its 
citizens. 

The Jones bill has been passed upon 
by competent attorneys and fs declared 
to be constitutional in afl details. Fur- 
ther than this, it has the approval of 
Secretary of State Phil Cook, whose 
duty it is to administer the law, the 
approval of automobile owners and the 
approval of automobile dealers. 

The passage of this law would safe- 
guard the state against an adverse 
ruling of the supreme court upon the

By the time all these things could 
be accomplished by the prohibition fac- 
tion, should the opposition continue its 
fight, it is probable the day for the 
rules committee to take charge of the 
house schedule, which is’/next Thurs- 
day, will have arrived.

Carranza advisers here are hopeful 
that the United States soon. will rec- 
ognize a de facto government to be set
